The wisdom lies not in the hearing, 
but rather in the doing, for the two- 
way comparison shows that those who 
do not heed are the ones who suffer 
loss. Wisdom is reflected in using the 
proper means pcssible to obtain the 
best results. Build your houses well- 
founded upon the rock. Both houses 
evidently were well constructed; the 
difference lay in the foundation. 
There is but one foundation on which 


one’s salvation can be had. That is 
on the Rock—Christ Jesus. All other 
foundations are sinking sands. Unless 
we build upon Him, we build on 
changeable conditions, short-lived de- 
spair. Those who build on the Christ 
that ever liveth, the same yesterday, 
today, and forever, will be able to live 
eternally. 

In Judea and all in the neighbor- 
hood of tropical countries, the rains 
fall in torrents, sweeping down the 
mountainsides into little rivers, and 
those houses built of brick only baked 
in the sun soon fall, for brick foun- 
dations. dissolve easily and let the 
house tear to pieces.

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A Look at the Pioneer Trail 


With Rev. and Mis. FT. J. Milligan 


Rev. T. J. Milligan, son of James 
K. P. and Celia Malenda Milligan, is 
next to the youngest child of a fam- 
ily of ten children, seven boys and 
three girls. He was born on a farm 
in Mountain Township, Saline County, 
Ill., and attended the district country 
school. The education he obtained was 
equal to the eighth grade today. He 
was united in marriage Oct. 12, 1903 
to Angie Mea Gibbons, daughter o 
Elijah and Martha Gibbons. They 
were married at the family residence 
by Rev. John L. Barnes, a Baptist 
minister, in the same township and 
county where they were born. Their 
home was blessed with eight children, 
three boys and five girls; namely, 
Carrie, Kenneth, Cecil, Helen, Delma, 
Thelma, Noble, and Alma. Carrie, 
Noble, and Thelma have passed on. 

Brother and Sister Milligan were 


saved, sanctified and baptized with 
the Holy Ghost in August, 1916, in a 
Pentecostal Holy Ghost tent meeting 


in Equality, Ill., and were baptized in 
the Saline River by the evangelist, 
Sam Seibert. Later they saw the light 
on the Church of God and united with 
it in Equality, Ill., as charter mem- 
bers, when organized by Rev. Stanley 
Joplin in the winter of 1918. Brother 
Milligan was licensed as an evan- 
gelist June 15, 1919, ordained June 1, 
1926, and appointed as one of the 
seventy elders at the following As- 
sembly, to hold that office as long as 
it existed. Brother Milligan did pas- 
toral work all during ae 
most of which was in southern Illino 
with the smaller churches, such as 
Eduality, Harrisburg, Honey Comb, 
Shawneetown, Johnson City, Ridge- 
way, Carmi, Bridgeport, and St. 
Joseph, and as district overseer. He 
was successful in building churches 
at the following places: Honey Comb, 
Equality, Ridgeway, and Shawnee- 
town, doing much of the work him- 
self. He received the following min- 
isters into fellowship of the church 
while pastoring at St. ae E. F. 
Crane, M. R. Law, and Lida Pilgrim. 

Brother Milligan says, “I did some 
evangelistic work. I conducted a re- 
vival at Shawneetown, and organized 
the church there. I was conducting 
a revival at Rosiclare, Ill., and my 
wife and the three youngest girls were 
with me. One morning -we arose and 
had our morning prayer. (Brother 
Charles Taylor was with us.) We 
‘didn’t have anything to eat, and the 
youngest girl began to cry of hunger. 
We asked God supply our needs, 
and before we got through praying, 
two women drove up in buggies loaded 
with good things to eat. We had never 
seen or heard of them before; or they 
of us, only they said God told them He 
had some servants there that needed 
something to éat.” 
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Brother Milligan papeties because 
he was instrumental in leading his 
father and mother into the light of 
sanctification, the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, and the Church of God, 
with a large number of other rela- 
tives. The following nephews of his 
(of whom he is — proud) are min- 
isters in the Chur of God: W. J. 
Milligan, Joseph L. Milligan, Paul 
Milligan, and Cecil Gibbons. His fa- 
ther was saved when he was a very 
small child. His mother was saved 
when she was a young girl. Neither 
one had been baptized or joined a 
church until they joined the Church 
of God. “They said they never could 
find a church that measured up: to 
the Bible until they found the Church 
of God.” Brother Milligan considers 
his influence over his parents and 
relatives to be his greatest achiev- 
ment. “Some of my records have been 
lost, but according to the record I 
have preached approximately 5,000 
sermons; there have been about 450 
saved, 360 sanctified, 300 baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, and 200 added to the 
church. My wife has meant more to 
me in my ministry than anyone else 
until she became an invalid about 
twenty years ago, and she has been 
bedfast and helpless, not able to feed

herself for nine years. This has been 
a great gong 4 to my later ministry. 
I retired from the ministry in August, 
1946, because of her condition. My 
health is also bad. I am still depend- 
ing on God to bring me out. Paul said, 
“For me to live is Christ and to die 
is gain,” so I am just asking God to 
have His way. The ministers that 
have been a great inspiration to me 
were, T. S. Payne, R. P. Johnson, 2 
E. L. Simmons. Looking back over W* 
past, and at the present condition of 
he Church of God, I have the great- 
est confidence in its future progress.”

More Christians have been tortured 
and slain in the last twelve months 
than all who died under the iron boot 
of Rome during the days of the early 
Church. 

While accurate figures are not avail- 
able, there is much to confirm that 
the persecution of the saints in 1950 
and 1951 transcends anything the 
world has ever known. 

Unlike the slaughter of earlier his- 
tory the present wave of persecution 
is not confined to the boundaries of 
a single empire or continent. Today’s 
martyrs are falling in nearly every 
part of the globe. 

Well-documented news reports 
coming from various parts of the 
world trace a clearly-defined pattern 
of contemporary persecution. While it 
is true that there are sporadic ac- 
counts of violence against believers in 
Moslem or pagan lands, most of the 
atrocities occur in lands where fanati- 
cal Roman Catholics predominate or 
in countries which have been taken 
over by Communists. 

Whether from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, with atrocities reported from 
Esthonia, Latvia, Lithuania and other 
European countries, or from _ Italy, 
Spain, Mexico and South America, be- 
hind the “Purple Curtain,” the tales 
of cruelty bear a strange resemblance. 

The mask of the Red “liberators” of 
Korea has been torn off to prove that 
Communism above all flaunts the 
blood-stained banner of antichrist. It 
is also true that, in the very name of 
Christ, other believers have been 
slaughtered in Colombia and in at 
least another half dozen countries of 
South America. 

Even though the Communists and 
extreme Romanists have waged a bat- 
tle against each other for control of 
many lands, both of these totalitarian 
powers have found time to liquidate 
Protestant Christians, the record 
clearly shows. 

To the casual observer, the situation 
in Colombia has been a political strug- 
gle between the anticlerical Liberals 
and the Church supported Conserva- 
tives. But reports appearing in the 
New York Times and Time magazine 
show that. evangelical Christians have 
died at the hands of the rioting Con- 
servatives. The Washington office of 
‘tthe National Association of Evangeli- 
cals has published a carefully docu- 
mented list of bloody incidents in 
Colombia which are traced directly to

protest to the State Department 
against the atrocities of Colombia has 
been made both by NAE and the for- 
eign missions department of the Pres- 
byterian Church, U.S.A. 

Early estimates of the number of 
those slain in Colombia was set at 
25,000. While a large share of the 
fatalities were inflicted upon political 
opponents, missionary leaders have 


‘estimated that several thousand na- 


tive Christians have perished as 
martyrs. 

Religious News Service quotes the 
Christian Times of Pusan, Korea, as 
stating that 20,000 Christians have 
been slain by North Korean Com- 
munists since June. 

Edwin L. Kilbourne of the Oriental 
Missionary Society tells the shocking 
story of “Black Sunday” in Seoul, 
when 10,000 Christians were slaught- 
ered in one day by the Reds. 

Sources in Hungary insist that 
evangelicals there have much greater 
freedom in their worship and witness 
since the “People’s Government” took 
over than when the Roman Catholic 
Church dominated that land. 

Yet this contrasts sharply with re- 
ports from other Iron Curtain lands 
such at Latvia. Refugees from that 
area tell of indescribable horrors in- 
flicted upon believers. 

“Christ has died—long live Judas 
Iscariot,” is reported by Latvju Vards, 
Latvian newspaper printed in Sweden, 
as one of the rallying cries of the 
Bolshevists in terrorized Latvia. 

“Communist cells are obligatory for 
all government offices and schools,” 
the report says. “Recently the Latvian 
government printing office issued an 
order to gather and burn 18,000 Lu- 
theran hymnals. Teaching religion in 
schools brings severe penalties under 
the penal code.” 

CHRISTIANITY GOES UNDER- 

GROUND 


There are persistent reports which 
indicate that Christianity has gone 
underground in many Iron Curtain 
lands. With them comes the hearten- 
ing news that many are turning to 
Christ! 

In the earlier days of Red occupa- 
tion in Poland, the Reds gave great 
freedom to the Protestants. But as 
time went on, restrictions were leveled 
against evangelicals, too. While Chris- 
tian activity is still proceeding, mis- 
sion leaders report, the days for ef- 
fective witness seem to be limited. 

Just recently an account published 
in the Gospel Herald told of the flight 
of 30,000 Mennonites from their home- 


land in the Ukraine to Germany. Dur- 
ing their trek the Mennonites, mourn- 
ing the Siberian exile of thousands 
of their fellow believers, endured un- 


speakable hardships. Freezing weat. 
er, wagons mired down in the m «4 
a 


frostbite and illness were only a p 
of their suffering. 

In the Far East the Red Monster 
has displayed his fangs in a manner 
unmatched elsewhere. 

Korea, a land blessed by the bene- 
fits of Christianity, saw the Reds be- 
gin a systematic annihilation of 
leadership, most of them keen Ch 
tians. 

More than thirty prominent Chris- 
tian leaders of various Christian de- 
nominations and missions were sum- 
moned to a meeting on July 23 by the 
Communist authorities. They have 
never been heard from since. In an- 
other large city twenty-one of the 
pastors were killed. 

In China there are contradictory 
pictures. Until recently many Ameri- 
can visitors to that ancient land de- 
clared there was religious liberty un- 
der the new regime. But as time has 
advanced there is evidence that the 
Reds in China are no friendlier to 
Christianity than they are in any 
other part of the world. 

For the most part the Soviet pres- 
sure has been subtle rather than 
violent, but it has been steady. So 
persistent has been the pressure that 
the China Inland Mission along with 
the other great denominational and 
interdenominational missionary 
cieties are moving out. s 

What will happen to the Chin 
Christians (at least 1,000,000 Protes- 
tants) remains to be seen. 

Open persecution so far has been at 
a minimum, but the “liberators” make 
life increasingly difficult for professed 
Christians. The Chinese government 
has made “indoctrination” classes 
mandatory for university students. 
Those who stand out for Christ be- 
come marked men and women, ac- 
cording to David H. Adeney, a mis- 
sionary working in Chinese universi- 
ties. 

Sometimes there have been brutal 
incidents in China. One elderly mis- 
sionary and a Chinese deacon in a vil- 
lage church were summarily executed 
by the Reds because, their accusers 
declared, they were extorting money 
from needy people. The charge was 
based on the fact that voluntary of- 
ferings were taken up in the church. 

These same heartless Communists 
have confiscated property right and 
left and have levied confiscatory taxes 
without batting an eye. 

In many areas the Chinese chur 
already has been forced undergro 
by the relentless tactics of the 
overlords. Churches are “borrowed” 
for government purposes. Meetings are 
called at the time of church meetings 
and all are “obliged” to be present at 
the political gatherings. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jacob A. Malik expressed the offical 
Soviet view when he declared: 

“We all know that missionaries hay, 
always been a weapon of agcressid@) 
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and that they have served to promote 
the conquests of the ruling circles and

The soldier, who 
was to carry out the death order, 
pointed his loaded pistol at the con- 
demned man’s head. Then he pulled 
the trigger. But the gun backfired and 
killed the executioner. No one else at- 
tempted to carry out the execution 
— so the Christian officer went 
ree. 

Throughout the Far East as the Red 
Tide threatens to engulf each country 
in its path, Christians are dying for 
the faith. The Karens, Christian 
tribesmen who have fought valiantly 
for freedom in Burma, have been 
mowed down in many bloody execu- 
tions, often Communist-inspired. 


CHRISTIAN MARTYRS 


In terror-stricken, turbulent Indo- 
ina the Red guerrillas often choose 
ocent Christians as their victims. 

One young man was skinned alive 
by a Red mob as his mother looked on. 

An elderly woman of seventy was 
shot at the door of her home, then 
her son and his family were brutally 
beaten and arrested and their house 
was set on fire. 

One of the most earnest Christians 
living in a village near Tourane was 
kidnapped and carried away into the 
mountains. The reason? He was too 
religious and not zealous enough for 
the Resistance. 

At Ma-lam a number of Christians 
were shot and their church building 
destroyed by fire. 

While the Reds have carried on 
their program of horror, the perse- 
cution in South America, especially in 
Colombia, seems even worse. 


Baron Fray vom Blomberg, just re- 
turned, tells about the unspeakable 
death of the Colombian pastor, an 
elderly man who poured out his heart 
to the visitor. Returning to his village, 
a party made up of renegade police 


led him. Then they hacked his body 

pieces and sent a portion of the 
corpse to each member of his flock 
saying, 

“Here is a piece of the pastor who 
loved you so well.” 

But God has His eye on Colombia. 
When the missionaries were driven 
out of two cities, they fled on foot 
with all their possessions. Two weeks 
ater a great earthquake destroyed the 
wo towns, according to vom Blomberg.

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It is almost unbelievable that the 
outrages committed in Colombia could 
be perpetrated in this modern world 
if one did not know Rome’s powerful 
control over communications, press 
and governments. 

Early estimates of the number of 
those slain in alleged political fer- 
ment in Colombia was set’ at 25,000. 
Undoubtedly, up-to-date figures would 
push this total much higher. Of 
course, not all of these were evangeli- 
cal Christians. Many were political 
Liberals who opposed rule by the 
clerically-inspired Conservatives. 

Yet the stories of Protestant perse- 
cution are as terrifying as they are 
numerous. 

Three armed men came to the 
home of a missionary family of four 
at Manizales, saying, “We have come 
to search your house.” 

The trio found Bibles, New Testa- 
ments, hymn books and tracts, then 
asked the missionary, “Are these 
yours?” 

“Yes,” the missionary replied. 

“Do you believe them?” 

“Yes, we certainly do.” 

The intruders then murdered the 
father in cold blood with a pistol bul- 
let. The mother and children burst 
into tears only to be told, “Stop your 
crying—get over there and bury this 
man. If he is not buried by noon, we'll 
be back and you’ll join him.” 

The mother and older boy were 
forced to dig the grave for their be- 
loved husband and father. 

High in the mountains of Colombia 
eight policemen rode into the Indian 
town of Mosoco. 

“We’re looking for the evangelical 
leader in this area. Lead us to him.” 


They found the man they were seek- 
ing, a young man of twenty-three who 
operated the local store. 

“Where is your money?” they asked. 

“Over in the house.” 

He called his mother, who grabbed 
the money bag and started to run. 

“Don’t run, Mother,” the _ store- 
keeper cried. “They’ll murder you.” 

He handed the money to the of- 
ficers, who then went through the 
store, took out the Bibles and Testa- 
ments they found and burned them. 
Then they invited the townspeople to 
help themselves to anything in the 
store. 

Before departing the police led the 
storekeeper out into the plaza and 
killed him with three bullets, declar- 
ing as they left, “Now that will teach 
you evangelicals what to do about fol- 
lowing your religion.” 

The sequel to the story is glorious. 
The little band of believers in that 
mountain community have not been 
frightened out of their faith. They 
continue to gather for worship in a 
mountain retreat. 

Scores of churches have been 
bombed and burned. Congregations 
have been dispersed and many mis- 
sionaries have been barred from car- 
rying on their work. Literally thou- 
sands of simple believers have felt the 
sting of. persecution and death- in 
Colombia for no greater-crime than 


seeking to walk in the steps of their 
Saviour. 

This word has come recently from 
the missionaries stationed at Cascay 
in Peru: 

A mob of men, primed with alcohol, 
set off on a “heretic hunt” after be- 
ing told by their bishop and priest 
that “Protestants are in error and 
should be treated accordingly.” Doors 
were beaten down, believers were 
beaten and dragged into the streets 
and their possessions were turned 
over to the looters. 

Santiago Gomez, a graduate of the 
Peruvian Bible Institute, was singled 
out for specially brutal treatment. 
When he was finally thrown, beaten 
and bleeding, into the filthy local lock. 
up, the local priest gained admittance 
to the cell and proceeded to thrash and 
kick him into unconsciousness, Insti- 
tute officals reported. Gomez, upon 
gaining consciousness, joined his com- 
panions in the cell in singing hynms. 

The offical police report in the town 
of Cascay lays the blame for the riot- 
ing on the parish priest. A transiation 
from the report reads: 

“The investigation showed that the 
only one responsible for these out- 
rages was the parish priest, Dr. Vic- 
toriano Huaytan Ortega, who, ignor- 
ing his proper function, incited the 
people to rise up against the members 
of a social group.” 

From Venezuela, Brazil, Ecuador 
and other South American countries 
come constant reports of priest-fo- 
mented riots and murder. It’s bad, too, 
in Italy, Spain, Mexico and the Philip- 
pines, and growing worse in Quebec. 
Only the wilfully blind will deny the 
pattern of persecution that points to 
such fanaticists of the Roman Church, 

There is a bright side to persecution 
and martyrdom. Invariably bloodshed 
is followed by great outpourings of 
blessings. Already there are victorious 
reports of revival in Colombia, Korea, 
China and wherever the Serpent car- 
ries on his ceaseless war against the 
Son of God and His saints. 

“Peresecution is good for us,” a 
Moscow pastor told a missionary lead- 
er. “It brings us down on our faces 
before God. It unites us to be one 
with Christ. It has called us to our 
trust in a living God. Nothing can 
separate us from His love.” __

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How “Reds” Crush the Churches e « 


The story of the trial and convic- 
tion of Cardinal Mindszenty in Hun- 
gary has been told over and over by 
the press, the radio, and motion pic- 
ture, but little or no notice has been 
given the persecution of fifteen Prot- 
estant pastors which preceded that 
of the Roman Catholic prelate. 

There were four Protestant church- 
es represented in Bulgaria: Congre- 
gational, Methodist, Pentecostal, and 
Baptist. As early as 1947 the Com- 
munist police began spying on the 
Protestant pastors and in 1948 began 
a series of arrests which culminated in 
the tragic events of 1949. 

The persecution of these fifteen men 
of God is typical of the Communist 
treachery as practiced in all the coun- 
tries behind the Iron Curtain and is, 
therefore, given here in some detail. 
American Protestants need to know 
how the Reds deal with those who put 
= and His kingdom first in their 
ives. 

The trial of the fifteen pastors be- 
gan on February 25. All but one pub- 
licly confessed the crimes of which 
they were accused and said everything 
which their tormentors demanded. 
Four were convicted to life imprison- 
ment; one was acquitted. 

And the Protestant preachers not 
only confessed to acts they never com- 
mitted, but several of them thanked 
the Communists for arresting them 
and ardently avowed that they had 
been converted to Communism. Chris- 
tian leaders had hit the sawdust trail 
of atheism. 

Protestants and other sincere peo- 
ple the world over have wondered how 
that was possible. An experienced Bul- 
garian observer who watched the 
whole case has explained develop- 
ments as follows: 

The Protestant pastors were held at 
various times in (a) the Economic 
Section, (b) the State Security Sec- 
tion, (c) the 7th and 8th Sections of 
the Central Prison. The Economic 
Section, though terribly uncomforta- 
ble, is tolerable. The State Security 
Section is in a special building behind 
the main office building of Militia 
Headquarters. Some cells are in the 
attic, others in the basement, the lat- 
ter often flooded with water. The 
main floors are heated in winter, but 
not the rest of the building. The police 
regime is very strict, making it prac- 
tically impossible to send information 
outside or receive information from 
outside, since the guards are picked

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trom the most trusted supporters of 
the Communist system. 

Every Bulgarian knows that the 
State Security Section is a state with- 
in a state. No government institution 
is more foreign to the Bulgarian peo- 
ple than this organ of Moscow 
through which a nation is forced into 
subordination. The examiners are 
either men who have come originally 
from Moscow or Bulgarians who have 
specialized in Moscow—persons of 
much ability and complete loyalty to 
the USSR. The most modern and re- 
fined methods of torture are applied. 

In the Central Prison of Sofia are 
to be found the so-called “tombs,” 
cells of the Political Section. Complete- 
ly isolated on the top floor, these cells 
are under the supervision and control 
of the State Security Section. They 
make up the 7th and 8th Departments. 
A few cells in the 7th are double, but 
prisoners in the 8th are in solitary 
confinement. The unfortunates in 
both departments are buried alive. 
For them there is no daily walk in the 
prison yard; they do not set foot out- 
side the cell. Some of the Protestants 
so held did not see a living soul to 
whom they could say one word for 
months at a time. These prisoners are 
not allowed to see even a torn page 
of an old newspaper and the food that 
is brought for them from home has 
to be wrapped up in white paper on 
which there is no mark of any kind, 
a regulation which applies, also, in the 
Economic Militia Section. 

The three places of detention men- 
tioned above are dirty and the prison- 
ers are constantly thirsty and hungry. 
It is a common practice to deliberately 
introduce lice to torment the suffer- 
ers, especially so in the case of more 
cultured prisoners. The guards are 
rough and inhuman, for the political 
prisoners are looked upon as moral 
lepers and receive the worst treat- 
ment. Many a pastor has wished he 
were being held for crime, since crim- 
inal offenders are now considered for- 
tunate in Bulgaria. 

Beyond doubt, the Protestant pris- 
oners were subjected to the following 
forms of pressure: 

1. Physical Torture of the following 
kinds: 

a. Cross-questioning is continued by 
night and day, one set of examiners 
being replaced by another at regular 
intervals. 

b. The prisoner is given no chance 
to sleep. After a stretch of forty-eight 
hours, one begins to be confused and 
facts become distorted. 

c. The prisoner is made to stand for 
periods of indefinite length. If he 
faints, the guards revive him with 
water and he-stands again. As a re- 


sult, the legs soon swell and the feet 
become deformed. Shoes sent home t 
be mended are often terribly out 
shape. One of the detained witness 
was seen standing night after night 
for an entire month in the corridor 
in front of his cell in the Economic 
Militia Section. 

d. Hunger is a means almost invari- 
ably resorted to. Sometimes food sent 
from home was not accepted by the 
guards for as long as four months. 
This indicates that the prisoner is be- 
ing punished, just as allowing him to 
have food from home once more is an 
indication that he has been forced to 
yield on certain points. The food is 
submitted to an examination, which 
sometimes takes hours. The possibility 
of smuggling messages in the food is 
virtually nonexistent. 

e. Beating. In the case of the Prot- 
estants, beating was resorted to only 
on rare occasions. We learned that “in 
the case of important investigations 
of a political nature” beatings are 
avoided, because it was found that 
they do not bring about the desired 
results. This method is used chief 
to break down stubbornness and to exyyy 
haust the organism and not directly 
to extract confessions. We have in- 
formation that few of the Protestants 
were beaten. 

f. We do not know whether the tor- 
tures listed below were or were not 
used on the Protestants, but we do 
know that they are frequently em- 
ployed in the State Security Section: 

Feet and hands are tied together and 
the victim suspended by his knees 
from an iron bar. 

Heels are beaten with rubber 
truncheons. 

Men are beaten with sandbags, a 
method which leaves no visible traces 
on the body. 

Both hands are held over the head 
for hours while the victim stands. 

Feet are dipped into gasoline which 
is then lighted, the flame being put 
out immediately with a damp cloth. 
This creates panic. 

A pistol or bayonet is pointed at 
prisoner to suggest imminent death. 

A shock is given with an electric 
current. 


head is slowly contracted by mea 
of screws until the skull begins 
crack. This and the following are the 
most horrible methods of torture. 

The testicles are placed in a bag, 
the strings of which are gradually 
tightened. 

Hands and feet are burned with 
metal spikes heated in advance. 

Sharpened sticks are driven under 
the finger and toe nails.

He is placed on a cross, often with 
head down. This and the form of 
cruelty described above take place in 
the sub-basement of the State Securi- 
ty Section. 

The obtaining of this information 
has been extremely difficult, as these 
tortures are applied from 11 p.m. to 
4 a.m. and no one is there except the 
examiners and torturers. However, all 
that are mentioned here are absolute- 
y authentic. Some of them were used 
directly on a young Protestant ar- 
rested sometime ago and the rest were 
witnessed by him. 

2. Mental Torture. 

This type is more terrible and pro- 
duces better results. It requires, how- 
ever, more time, to quote the militia 
terminology, “for cultivating the sub- 
ject.” It is a.very expensive system, for 
the subject has to be under the con- 
stant control of the examiners who 
study him carefully for many days. 
The physical and mental tortures are 
carried on at the same time and are 
combined in accordance with a pre- 
determined “fully scientific plan.” The 
prisoners are put through various de- 
grees of suffering, which are called 
stages. 

First Stage. A careful study is made 
of the subject and of his nervous sys- 
tem. Various tests are applied to de- 
termine how he reacts to fear and 
horror, his firmness or weakness of 
character, what inner ideology he em- 
braces, the basis of his inner resis- 
tance, his interests and whether they 
are of a material or spiritual nature, 
etc. At the same time most detailed 
information about his life, activities, 
and connections is assembled and a 
careful effort is made to expose even 
the slightest shortcomings in his 
private and public life. All this ac- 
cumulated knowledge serves as the 
foundation for the second stage. 

Second Stage. This consists of un- 
dermining the prisoner’s character, 
morale, and faith. The length of the 
stage depends on the powers of en- 
durance possessed by the subject and 
may take two or three months. It 
comprises both physical suffering and 
more ghastly mental distress. The 
physical tortures are selected from the 
list which we have already drawn up. 
Among the psychological torments 
are the following: 

The prisoner is completely cut off 
from the outside world. He no longer 
knows the day of the month or wheth- 
er it is day or night. His slightest 
faults are magnified into crimes. He 
is dropped from the pitch of excite- 
ment into the dullness of animal ex- 
istence. He is uplifted by definite 
hopes as to the future, only to sink 


‘into the depths of despair abandoned, 


he is led to believe, by family and per- 
sonal friends, for no food is accepted 
for him, no knowledge comes to him 
of the unremitting efforts made to 
have him released, and he is at last 
informed that his family and friends, 
ashamed of his record, have disowned 
him. In the end he is brought to the 
desired condition of horror, verging 
on madness. 
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During the second stage, the prison- 
er is, of course, not allowed to see 
any printed matter so that his 
thoughts will not be deflected from 
his own condition. Bibles are consid- 
ered the most dangerous of all books 
in this respect. It is continually dinned 
into the prisoner that the past read- 
ing of a now forbidden Book was treas- 
on towards the progress of mankind. 
Gradually, the miserable man reaches 
the point where he can no longer 
think things out for himself, but be- 
gins to accept the suggestions of the 
examiners. During the questioning of 
the pastors, the militia used for the 
first time the expression “total espi- 
onage” and sought to instill this new 
idea in every possible way. 

In the end, the incessant question- 
ings, the pressure of new meanings on 
old terms, and the physical torment 
weaken the will power and bring the 
individual slowly and unconsciously 
to accept the new conceptions, after 
the powers of reasoning have been 
completely shattered. Human sensi- 
bilities become dulled to such an ex- 
tent that the individual actually be- 
gins to ask himself whether or not he 
has ever lived before. There are in- 
stances of prisoners beginning to con- 
sider their own hands as belonging to 
someone else. One strange fact is that 
when reduced to such a state of mind, 
a victim can bear intense heat or 


cold. 

Third Stage. This stage in the pro- 
cess of disintegration consists mainly 
of suggesting new ideas and actions 
to the subject. At times it happens 
that although the prisoner may have 
descended during the second stage in- 
to a dull, torpid state, he now reacts 
against suggestions and much more 
energetically than at the end of the 
first stage. Then everything has to be 
repeated with greater care than be- 
fore. This process is called “grafting.” 
For “grafting” the examiner must use 
actual facts that have occurred in the 
life of the subject; such as a meeting 
with a certain person, a conversation, 
a letter written, an utterance of dis- 
gust at the authorities, a business con- 
tract signed, a trip to some destina- 
tion, a part taken in a public affair. 
The examiner obtains his facts either 
from spies or from previous question- 
ing and passes them on to the 
chief examiner or to the offical in 
charge of preparing the _ process. 
The latter plans the part that each 
prisoner is to play in the trial. All the 
facts are not used, for some are kept 
in reserve, either in case of unexpect- 
ed opposition on the part of the pris- 
oner or because of a possible change 
in plans. There may be several chang- 
es before the indictment is published. 
It is common knowledge that the 
process against the Protestant pastors 
underwent several revisions before it 
appeared in its final legal form. Be- 
fore that the papers had . been re- 
turned many times by the Prosecutor 
to the militia to be worked over again. 

It now becomes evident why it was 
necessary to arrest and hold in prison 
from eight to ten months the withess- 
es for the prosecution. o 


In “grafting” the examiner consid- 
ers the circumstances favorable if the 
facts which he uses took place at 
least a year or two previously, or if 
the subject has a poor memory in- 
clined to confuse unimportant hap- 
penings, for then he is not likely to 
remember details. On these little de- 
tails the examiner concentrates. He 
begins to substitute his own particu- 
lars and soon events appear in an 
entirely new light. Very often the 
prisoner, completely tortured and baf- 
fled, cannot comprehend the direc- 
tion the investigation is taking. Per- 
sons with weak wills and taut nerves 
go so far as to believe sincerely that 
what is suggested to them is the ac- 
tual truth. The operation, “grafting,” 
become more difficult if no actual 
facts or events which can be readily 
twisted around are discovered by the 
examiner. The confessions of most of 
the pastors and the evidence of the 
witnesses contained significant facts 
which had been distorted and per- 
verted to such an extent that they 
attracted the attention of the public 
by their absurdity. 

For example, the fact that a man 
had shaken hands with an American 
was considered in the third stage the 
lowest kind of treason. It is probable 
that Protestants had complained to 
foreigners about the unbearable inter- 
nal situation of the nation under the 
Communists, but so had practically 
every other Bulgarian who had had 
the opportunity. Yet this was the 
a on which the “grafting” was 

one. 

During the trial, it became evident 
that some of the facts which were 
brought out had no reality whatso- 
ever. The examiners had relied on the 
assumption that the majority of the 
prisoners had no sympathy for Com- 
munism and that they had surely ex- 
pressed their discontent to foreigners. 
During the period from 1944 to 1947, 
this was a normal occurrence. The 
existence of the opposition inspired 
courage, the livelihood of those in the 
free professions had not yet been de- 
stroyed, the Communist rule was con- 
nected in the Bulgarians’ mind with 
the presence of the Russian army and 
it was taken for granted that the 
withdrawal of the latter would mean 
the collapse of the regime. Most Bul- 
garians expressed their opinions freely 
and it is from this period that the 
“treasonable” words and deeds of the 
pastors are taken. 

Of the accused pastors it seems that 
only Mr. Ziapkov was subjected to 
more “cultivation” during the third 
stage. Since he had some sympathy for 
socialism and the Communist regime, 
it was more troublesome to discover 
an inner basis necessary for the 
“grafting.” Because he is by tempera- 
ment highly nervous and also be- 
cause he is so nearly blind that he 
cannot see without the most powerful 
glasses, it is likely that his submission, 
once the basis was found, did not re- 
quire great effort on the part of his 
examiners. For this very reason, how- 
ever, his disenchantment during the 
period..of nervous. shocks must have 
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been profound. We have been in- 
formed that he wept on many oc- 
casions. . 

Fourth Stage. After the “grafting” 
has been accomplished, the individual 
is allowed a certain period, usually two 
or three months, in which to 
“mature.” He is kept alone or with 
some. prisoner not connected with the 
case. Sometimes the other “prisoner” 
is an agent whose instructions are to 
discover fresh facts and, in addition, 
to observe the subject closely and re- 
port on his condition, for it is im- 
portant to ascertain if he has 
thoroughly assimilated all the “graft- 
ing.” He is often deprived of food on 
the pretext that none has come from’ 
his family. We have learned that pris- 
oners sent messages begging their 
relatives for food and clothes and 
repeatedly inquired about the mem- 
bers of their families. Thus, not only 
is the subject forced to worry over the 
fate of his loved ones, but his greatest 
joy is taken away from him—receiving 
food and clothes which they have 
handled. In this stage the final con- 
nection with the world of the living 
is severed. The arrested feels utterly 
deserted. 

During all four stages, the subject 
is usually required to write down his 
testimony again and again, particu- 
larly in the third stage. There are 
cases where a prisoner has written his 
testimony more than a hundred times. 
By the time the fourth stage is 
reached even those prisoners. who 
have hitherto refused to sign, have, 
as a rule, come to believe that this 
fake testimony is authentic. In the 
fourth stage, when the subject is con- 
sidered sufficiently “ripe,” the ex- 
aminer tries him out again and again 
until he has been thoroughly tested. 
Then the confession is handed to him 
in its final form for his signature. 


Fifth Stage. A new stage is entered 
after the signature of the confession, 
the stage of “inducing gratitude.” It 
is characteristic of this stage that 
cruelty is no longer used, nor does the 
prisoner see again the examiners who 
had tortured him. Instead, examiners 
of higher rank and whom he has 
never seen bofore call him to their 
offices. Their conduct is most friendly; 
they show an interest in his family 
and promise that nothing will befall 
them. They tell him of their inten- 
tions to build a new and better world 
in which the prisoner will have his 
rightful place. They allow him to write 
home and sometimes even arrange 
for a visit from a member of his 
family. If the prisoner mentions that 
he has been: -tortured;: they show 
pained surprise and declare:that such 
treatment is not allowed: and that 
steps will be taken against those who 
have thus misused their authority. 
The. illusion is created that: as soon 
as the trial is over-the prisoner: will 
be very well off, perhaps freed, and 
that he will be given work, since.:the 
government. desires him to have a 
chance to help in the creation of 
that-new and better world. 7 


The-prisoner is now. transferred to 


amore comfortable cell; Sometimes: he 
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is given “progressive” literature to 
read. The new persons who surround 
him do him small favors, favors for 
which during the earlier stages he 
would have agreed to be tortured or 
to be imprisoned in the sub-basement 
punishment cells. The subject after 
months of anxiety and suffering has 
now been brought to the level of a 
docile animal, grateful for the slight- 
est attention paid to him. And with 
the belief that the new examiners are 
idealists, good men who honestly in- 
tend to help him, new ideas of sub- 
mission and humility are-born in his 
clouded brain. 

During this stage, all the pastors 
were promised that their families 
would not suffer. One of them was 
allowed to write long letters to his 
wife, assuring her that she would not 
be molested, while all the time she 
was being so constantly questioned by 
agents that she nearly lost her mind; 
she became ill and was in bed for a 
long time. 

Sirth and Last Stage. This stage is 
in some cases combined with the fifth 
and consists of the so-called “counting 
off the mistakes” and expressing the 
wish to become “a new man.” Hav- 
ing satisfied themselves that the de- 
sired fundamental change has taken 
place and that gratitude of the pris- 
oner toward the “good” inspectors has 
been firmly rooted in the prisoner’s 
soul, they (his benefactors) invite him 
to an interview. He is cordially re- 
ceived, reminded of the favors done 
for him, his unspeakable crime is 
again deplored, and he is then told 


that the “progressive forces of hu- 
manity” are inclined to forgive him, 
provided he repents and desires to 
join this brotherhood. If so, he will 
be allowed to pay for his guilt with 
only a slight punishment. 

The gratitude of the subject leads 
him to regret the crimes he has sup- 
posedly committed, while the promise 
of a light punishment and then free- 
dom is so alluring that he agrees to 


tors. This agreement is incorporated 
in a written declaration, stating that 
the prisoner will never again engage 
in any activity harmful to communis- 
tic ideas. 

The witnesses were worked on just 
as carefully as the defendants. Every 
single man or woman who testified 
against the pastors had been kept in 
jail from three to eight months. They 
were taken to and from the courtroom 
as carefully guarded as the prisoners. 
Not only were they tortured and ter- 
rified, but their only hope of eventual 
release lay in saying everything the 
Prosecutor wanted them to say. 

The accused had been terrorized; 
the witnesses had been terrorized; 
terror stalked through the courtroom; 
terror continues to brood over the 
land. Stark, hideous fear, knocking at 
every door, has crushed Bulgarian 
Protestantism. The new preachers 
that Communist atheists have placed 
over the churches are almost exclus- 
ively immoral apostates, making

Phil. 1:29: “For unto us it is given 
in the behalf of Christ, not only to be- 
lieve on him, but also to suffer for 
his sake.” 

Song of Solomon 6:2, 3: “My beloved 
is gone down into his garden, to the 
bed of spices, to feed in the gardens, 
and to gather lilies. Iam my beloved’s, 
and my beloved is mine: he feedeth 
among the lilies.” 

Many times I wonder if we, as 
God’s people, are not prone to mis- 
understand our Father in His dealings 
with us concerning “suffering for H 
sake.” The word “suffering” is one of 
the most dreaded of words in 
the Christian’s vocabulary. Neverthe- 
less, in the above verse Paul does not 
separate believing from suffering for 
Him. We must and should come to 
the ultimate conclusion that if we 
are to live for and with Him, we musi 
also suffer for Him. Christ positively 
states in His Sermon on the Mount 
that if you serve Him, you shall suffer 
for Him, and in heaven you shall be 
called blessed. 

In this message we are going to 
examine the things for which we are 
suffering, and what we should under- 
stand and recognize in the midst of 
our suffering. We shall learn the 
pain, anguish and joy of our heavenly 
Father in the time of our suffering. 

We find in 2 Peter 4:1 that there 
is a suffering for and with Christ. 
“Forasmuch then as Christ hath suf- 
fered for us in the flesh, arm your- 
selves likewise with the same mind.” 

We, as God’s people, are. going to 
suffer persecution from the world 
and the flesh. From the day of the 
birth of Christ, the heavens have 
suffered violence in the endeavor of 
the world to crucify Christ and in its 
ultimate, the actual death of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. From that 
day until now God’s people have suf- 
fered violence. The arm of the enemy 
has separated families; many were 
stoned, beaten, and maltreated under 
all conditions, and have perished un- 
mercifully. Saints, Christianity has 
suffered, and this salvation has been 
founded with blood, sweat, and tears. 
Even the church of which you are a 
member today has taken its toll of 

ain and anguish. Wherever Christ 

as made Himself present in the 
newness of life, whether in town, vil- 
lage, or hamlet, there has been the 
travail and ache of bringing new- 
born babes into this pee salvation. 
Whether you look at history, a church 
body, or any individual life, you will 
find this to be true wherever Christ 
has been exalted and glorified. As 
Christ has suffered, so did they. Peter 
states, “Arm yourself with this same 
mind.” 

There are different types of suf- 
fering in our Christian lives. One of 
the greatest, and one from which our 
flesh will shrink, is when death plucks 
a loved one from our midst. To me 
this is the greatest of pain and an- 
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guish. I recall in my Tomne Christian 
life the time I suffered this great trial. 
God saw fit to take my young sister, 
who was talented and consecrated, 
and one who never knew the world. 
God took her unto His bosom at the 
tender age of twenty-one, a girl in 
the prime of life. I thought in her 
illness that God would raise her up 
and use her for His glory; yet God 
saw fit to take her unto Himself. 
There is only one place of consola- 
tion and solace in this time of suffer- 
ing, and that is in Him who was called 
the “Man of Sorrows.” 

I have often thought of how our 
Father in heaven must have felt 
when the only begotten was givin 
His life on Golgotha’s hill. The hear 
of our God must have felt the same 
se and anguish that we feel in our 

ereavement. There must have been 
silence in heaven, for the Father 
turned out the lights, the stars of 
heaven, and pulled the shade on the 
sun. The heavens, too, must have been 
dark as this earth as Christ was 
writhing in agony. As He gave up the 

host, the heart of the Father must 
ave been as turbulent as the great 
earthquake itself. What consolation 
did our God receive? Who was there 
to console Him when our Christ was 
giving His life? That is why I say 
there is one who knows all about it, 
for He suffered in like manner, and 
He knows the consolation we need. 

In that glorious moment, when this 
corruptible puts on incorruption, and 
I am shooting high for that glorious 
meeting in the sky, I shall shevt with 
the voice of the redeemed, “O death, 
where is thy sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory?” 1 Cor. 15:55. I’m going 
to walk the streets of glory waving 
my hands in ecstasy and shouting 
these same memorable words. The 
sting of death will be gone and vic- 
tory given over the grave. Rejoice, 
saints; I say unto you rejoice, for 
soon the travail and ache of this 
world will be swallowed up into ever- 
lasting victory. 

Yet, while still we dwell in these 
fleshly temples, we remain in a land 
veiled with tears, and present before 
us is the great battle to be an over- 
comer in the midst of a world of suf- 
fering. We must realize that if Christ 
tarries, there are going to be loved 
ones taken from our midst. Today the 
death angel may visit one home, and 
tomorrow it may be another, but re- 
member we are serving Him as Paul, 
“For to me to live is Christ, and for 
me to die is Christ.” Phil. 1:21. 

In the midst of our suffering, let 
us recognize the pain and anguish of 
our God for us, and yet the joy of 
our heavenly Father. The Song of 
Solomon 6:3 relates that the life of 
a born-again Christian is like a lily 
sprouting forth into the beauty of 
one of God’s kingdom. Then bloom- 
ing forth into full blossom it is 
plucked up by our Father and re- 


planted in that beautiful garden of 
aradise. Rev. 6:11. It is plucked 
rom this veil of tears and placed in 
that beautiful garden of God’s love 
only to be resurrected in that grand 
and glorious day of the rapture. 

If our hearts cry, “even so come 
uickly,” how do you think our Fa- 
ther feels as He looks at the great 
mansions prepared for us now stand- 
ing em 4 and void? John 14:1-3. I 
do not think I would be —s in say- 
ing that the New Jerusalem is now a 
ghost 4 waiting for us, the Bride, 
to inhabit it—we, the glory of heaven; 
we for whom God has prepared a city. 
Isaiah 43:7. Saints, are you homesick? 
Are you wanting to go home? I believe 
our Father is just as anxious to*have 
us home. I can feel the love of God 
ready to shake the heavens once 
more. Hebrews 12:26. Then the man- 
sions of glory will be filled, and we 
shall be trodding the streets of os. 

We have thus far considered our 
suffering and the suffering of our 
Father with us. Now we are going to 
look at the rejoicing of our Father 
over the entrance of our loved ones in- 
to glory land. Psalm 116:15, “Precious 
in the sight of the Lord is the death of 
the saints.” The Father reaches down 
and plucks one of His precious lilies, 
then takes it to His garden and re- 
plants it in a robe of white; this is 
the rejoicing of our Father. As He 
looks at His garden in paradise, His 
eyes feast with joy that some day 
soon they will emerge from this sweet 
blissful sleep into the habitation o 
the New Jerusalem. 

In conclusion, look at these encour- 
aging. words of the bride in the Song 
of Solomon 6:3 as they recognize the 
great love and infinite wisdom of our 
God. “I am my beloved’s, and my be- 
loved is mine.” Whether in life or in 
death, He is my beloved, and I can 
say with the joybells ringing within 
me, and with the assurance of the 
Spirit that lives within, “My Beloved 
is mine,” and, “I know in whom I have 
believed and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that 
day.” So saints, if God deems to pluck 
one of His precious lilies, remember 
He is-making up His garden for His 
oe pleasure, and some day soon 
hat precious garden is going to errupt 
with a shout of victory. 1 Thess. 4:16. 

God is now feasting with those who 
have gone on before, and some day 
soon we are going to feast with them. 
1 Cor. 2:9, “Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man the things which 
God hath prepared for them that 
love him.” Be strong in the faith; be 
encouraged and rejoice in the midst 
of your travail, and some day soon, as 
overcomers; we shall behold Him 
and be with Him forevermore.

HOFFMAN HEADS FORD 
FOUNDATION 

NEW YORK—On November 6 Paul 
G. Hoffman was elected president of 
the Ford Foundation at an annual 
salary of $75,000. 

Hoffman resigned last September as 
head of the Economic Co-Operation 
Administration. 

Henry Ford II announced the selec- 
tion of Hoffman after the foundation’s 
board of trustees met here. 

The 14-year-old foundation recent- 
ly outlined a program for examination 
of human problems, including the 
problem of ending war. 

It has assets of over $215,000,000. 

The foundation is now the largest of 
its kind in the United States. 

NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION 

The foundation was incorporated 
under Michigan law as a nonprofit 
organization to receive and administer 
funds for scientific, educational and 
charitable purposes. 

Its original endowment was 
$25,000,000, which made it the eighth 
largest ever set up in the U.S. It has 
spent more than $18,000,000 since its 
organization. 

The foundation’s assets are eight 
times greater today, chifely through 
bequests of the Ford family, including 
the late Henry Ford, founder of the 
auto empire. 

“I am delighted to accept the posi- 
tion as president of the foundation,” 
Hoffman said. “Its objectives are most 
important—those of keeping our Unit- 
ed States Government free and the 
maintenance of freedom in other 
parts of the world as well as at home.”
